The exercise had 
originally been scheduled for 
Dec. 14, but was postjaoned 
when heavy rains on Dec. 2 
caused ' statewide, flooding 
and -caused thousands c^ 
people to be evacuated from 
their homes. 

"I did not want to postpone 
the Zion exercise from the 
December date, but had no 
choice," said Jones. *'Actual 
disasters must always ha^e 
,a higher priority than 
preparedness exercises." 

As part of the exercise, all 
outdoor warning sirens 
within the 10-mile emergen- 
cy planning zone will be 
sounded to test their ef- 
fectiveness. ^ 

When persons hear an out- 
door warning siren (except 
duriiig, monthly tests and 
pre-publicized exercises 
such as the one on Jan. 18) i 
they are to turn on a radio, 
tune it to a local station and 
await emergency in- 
structions. 

"Normal radio station 
programming will not be in- 
terrupted by the Emergency 
Broadcast System on exer- 
cise €Uiy , "said Jones.
